The reports from Georgia show that 
considerable young cotton has been dam- 
aged or killed in the southern part of the 
state where that planted early was above 
the ground. The majority of the crop, 
however, is not yet above tho ground, 
go it will be seen the damage will be 
comparatively small. Cotton planting has 
been generally late this spring, and the 
damage ig far less than it would: have 
been had more of the seed been put in 
the ground. 

Seme damage has been reported from 
Alabama, but as a whole it is. slight, be- 
cause, as in Georgia, so little of the crop 
is yet above ground. In Alabama it is 
said about one-third of the crop has been 
planted, and only about one-third of that 
ia above ground. Thus in that state only 
a part of one-ninth of the young crop 
will need to be replanted. 

Advices from Tennessee state that the 
told snap Will affect early planting and 
in a few instances will necessitate re- 
planting; but it is stated that it is too 
early to say that the crop has been ma- 
terially damaged. 

Mississippi reports somewhat more se- 
rious damage to the young crop than the 
other states. Much of the young cotton 
there has been killed out, while the 
ground has been so cold as to prevent 
proper germination. Consequently much 
at the seed put into the ground is not 
yet wp. 

Texas, thé greatest of all the cotton 
planting states, reports no damage to the 
crop. Heavy rains early in the season 
prevented early planting; consequently 
there was little or no cotton up when the 
cold snap came along. Reports from that 
state indicate that very little if any re- 
planting will be nécessary. 

‘The same practically holds true of Ar- 
kansas as of Texas. The planting in that 
state was jate and the cold did little or 
na damage. 

WILL NOT AFFECT THE CROP. 

The conclusion may be drawn from 
these reports and from the history of 
other cotton crops that the killing of a 
mall amount of young cotton by the 
cold will not affect the crop, though it is 
possible a portion of it may be marketed 
somewhat later than usual.

Fort Valley, April 22.—No damage to 
fruit so far. 

Forsyth, Ga., April 2.—The last two 
days have not caused any material ener 
age to fruit or crops. 

Barnesville, April 22.—Warm today and 
fruit safe. This is the general opinion. 

Cuthbert, April 22.—The general opin- 
ion is that the fruit in this territory is 
not seriously damaged by wind and cold 
weather to date. 

Griffin, April 22.—No frost Saturday or 
Sunday nights, and fruit growers advise 
no damage has resulteé so far to fruit 
from low temperature. 

Marshauville, april 21.—There was no 
frost last night; high winds here for the 
past thirty-six hours; no damage to the 
fruit crop. This is the opinion of grow- 
ers. 

Dawson, April 21.—It is the general opin- 
ion of peach growers that the fruit crop 
has not been materially damaged by the 
weather.

The 
two or three officers familiar with the 
circumstances with whom the matter was 
discussed last night were a unit in sup- 
porting Colonel Wylly in his action. They 
assert positively that his postion was 
correct, and that he had every right to 
risk the expense. It was not author- 
ized by the governor, but officers de- 
clare that there was reason to apprehend 
trouble at Sylvania, and the one com- 
pany there, the Sylvania Guards, newly 
organized and inexperienced, would prob- 
ably have been unable toe suppress it 
had it been serious. 

In their reports of the trouble Colonel 
Wylly and Major W. L. Grayson, who 
went to Sylvania and took charge of the 
situation, covered the item of expense for 
the train, explaining the. necessity, as 
they saw it, that existed for this precau- 
tion against trouble greater than the 
Sylvaigia company might have been able 
to suppress. This was not deemed suf- 
ficient by the governor, however, who ap- 
proved items of expense for ammuni- 
tion, the special engine that was used by 
Major Grayson from Rocky Ford to Syi- 
vania, and other items. In the letter of 
the adjutant general to Colonel Wylly 
relative to the item, the following sen- 
tence occurs: 

“The governor of the state possibly 
knew more of the situation than you did.“ 

Colonel Wylly returned the letter to 
Atlanta indorsed with further explana 
tion.and his views upon the responsibil- 
ity that devolves upon @ commanding or- 
ficer in such an emergency. The letter 
was returned with the indorsement of the 
adjutant general, who said that he had 
submitted it to the governor but that the 
governor still did. not prove. Colonel 
Wylly returned it again/tonight with his 
resignation.

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ITS COTTON MILLS AND IRON FURNACE 
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By Pascal J. Moran, 

Cedartown, En Route Geor- 
gia—When it is stated that a town which 
numbered only 1,600 people ten years ago 
has a monthly wage roll of $42,000 today, 
is it not time to keep an eye upon it, and 
to study out the methods by which such 
success has been attained? 

With $504,000 going into the hands of 
workmen in a year, there is formed the 
basis of a prosperity that cannot be kept 
down. 

We have been hearing a good about 
Cedartown of late. That her population 
had the greatest percentage of increase 
in north Georgia has been vouched for by 
the census. “And yet that does not in- 
clude one factory colony.“ said E. B. 
Russell. That the wealth of the county 
ranks second in the state, doubling and 
trebiing over, is another fact to which 
financial men will bear witness. “We 
have the proof of it all right here,“ said 
Mr. W. 8. Coleman, who at once pro- 
ceeded to make the facts known. 

Touching the Button. 

Touching ‘the button, it was a revela- 
tion to see the rapidity with which these 
veteran editors summoned the town to con- 
ference. Mayor Ledbetter dropped in, fol- 
lowed by President Houseal, of the cotton 
seed oi] mills. Then came the Adamsons, 
father and sons, who own two of the cot- 
ton mills; Superintendent Wade, of the 
Josephine; President Parker, of jhe Stand- 
ard; President Vandevender, of the North 
Georgia Mining Company, and after them 
doctors and lawyers and capitalists, the 
heaviest of the latter being Mr. Charles 


E. Smith, who has the faculty of ware- 


housing and telling a good story. This 
method of calling a town meeting on a 
moment’s notice was the first convincing 
evidence of why Cedartown was moving 
forward—she had caught the old Atlanta 
spirit which has weathered many a storm 


and by union and persistence is able to 


make victory , whether or no. They all 
had faith in Cedartown and likewise in 
themselves. In the informal exchange of 
views that took place it was developed 
that Cedartown possessed the unique 
distinction of being the point at which 
thetwo kings meet—Cotton and Iron—with 
the third king, Coal, within hailing dis- 
tance. But a few yards away from the 
cotton factory seuare stands the looming 
properties of the Cherokee furnace, dou- 
bling up the value, of the surrounding 
ore output before it is placed upon the 
market. With these great agents of in- 
dustrial energy at hand, the huge month- 
ly payroll made itself plain. These sooty 
men passing by on the sidewalk have 
monéy in their pockets. The hundreds of 
factory employees have money also. The 
grocer is happy because there is somebody 
to buy from him, with the ready cash to 
pay for what he wants. The dry goods 
man can make cash sales also, and the 
countryman coming in can sell his butter, 
eggs and vegetables without trouble and 
hurries back for another load before 
night. 
The Beginning of It All. 

Perhaps too much credit cannot be 
given Hon. Thomas Adamson, a venerable 
Pennsylvanian, who after a long consular 
service abroad, in which.the possibilities 
of cotton manufacture became known to 
him, determined to locate, with his two 
sons, in some southern point, and chose 
Cedartown. One of these sons, Mr. 
Charles Adamson, still has large interests 
in Philadelphia, and is president of the 
Southern Cotton Spinners’ Association, 
while the second, Mr. J. Wright Adam- 
son, is secretary and treasurer of the 
mill property here. Their advent was prior 
to 1890, from which date Mr. Wright 
Adamson can best tell his own story. 

‘The situation in 1890, and for a few 
years after, is well known. It was such 
that if a man came into town and paid 
a little $% debt it was enough to relieve 
the money market, and it began its jour- 
ney of paying debts all around. We had 
made large purchases, and invested in our 
mill No. 1. All over the country inves- 
tors were abandoning their partially pur- 
chased property, and leaving, but we had 
faith in the ultimate triumph of southern 
investments, and held.on. We paid up the 
full price for our lands, took warranty 
deeds, trimmed our sails to the storm, 
and determined to weather it. At last the 
tide turned, and we were in position to 
profit by it. Mili No. 1 was enlarged and 
mill No. 2 erected, which ig now in oper- 
ation.“ : 

The mills now in operation are: The Ce- 
dartown Cotton Company (the Adamsons), 
No. 1, a ring mill, 11,162 spindles, 250 oper- 
atives, weekly pay roll $1,000. 

No. 2—Mule mill, 12,500 spindles, 360 oper- 
atives, 81,500 weekly pay roll. 

The Josephine mills, knitting and spin- 
ning, 3,000 spindles, 250 operatives, $1,250 
weekly pay roll. 

The Standard mills, 10,000 spindles, 160 
operatives, $660 weekly pay roll. 

The Juanita, knitting, sixty operatives, 
$250 weekly pay roll. 

Summed up, the result is 36,662 spindles, 
1,070 operatives and a weekly pay roll 
of 34,650. Assuming that each employee 
supports two other persons, a very low 
estimate, it would make the mills furnish 
support for 3,210 persons. This, too, in a 
town with only 1,600 inhabitants ten years 
ago. The long rows of operatives’ homes, 
white-painted, with garden room and 


; abundant breathing space, make a city 


without any effort. Forty new cottages 
have just been completed by the Josephine 
people, and the number is being con- 
stantly added to. 

And to all this must be added.“ said 
Mr. W. 8. Coleman, “that Mr. Charles 
Adamson has established a new company 
for the immediate erection, in time for 
the new crop, of another 10,000 spindle mili 
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across Cedar.creek, which will cost $175,000 
with all the cash cr hand.“ 

The facts presented were staggering in 
their earnestness and force. 

A Remance of the Mill. 

The story of Cedartown’s cotton mills 
is not without its romance. The finishing 
of the Josephine mills, and the elegant 
ceremonies connected with its inaugura- 
tion, brought Into prominence its ener- 
getic young owner, Mr. Paul D. Baugh. 
Mr. Daniel Baugh, a very wealthy citl- 
zen of Philadelphia, and a great believer 
in southern properties, desired his young 
son Paul to take an extended university 
course, but fates were against him. Paul 
had been to Asheville, and North Carolina 
eyes knocked schooling out of his head. 
He insisted upon marriage, while his 
father talked about the advantage of 
more years in school, but the young man’s 
mind was set, and the father, being a 
sensible man, bought a handsome house 
in Cedartown, told the young man to cage 
his bird, and placed in his hands $150,000 
to build a cotton mill. The marriage of 
Mr. Paul D. Baugh and Miss Josephine 
Glasser followed, and over the main en- 
trance to the mills, chiselled out in Geor- 
gia marble, in compliment to his hand- 
some wife, stands the inscription, ‘The 
Josephine Mills.” The wife may well be 
fond of her brave young husband, who 
thus far has developed sterling business 
qualities, which have led him into the se- 
lection of Mr. George H. Wade, formerly 
of the General Electric Company in At- 
lanta, as his superintendent. 

Nor is this the end of the story. It is 
the custom of Mr. Daniel Baugh to take 
an annual cruise through the levant in his 
yacht. This year he has taken a new 
course, and is trying to round the horn, 
Before he went off he visited Cedartown 
and was so pleased with his son's invest- 
ment that he placed at his disposal anoth- 
er check for $100,000. Mr. Wright Adamson 
has also identifled' himself by marry- 
ing a charming Georgia girl. 

Iron in Competition. 

So much for the handling of cotton—now 
of the iron. The presence of President 
H. N. Vandevender, of the North Georgia 
Mining Company, furnished the opportu- 
nity of getting first facts in relation to 
that industry. 

“The furnace is the necessary culmina- 
tion of iron mining,” said Mr. Vandevend- 
er. “For instance, the furnace in Cedar- 
town distributes locally $200,000 annually. 
This vast sum goes for ore, wages, wood 
and everything needed to keep the fur- 
nace in blast. It employs eighty hands, 
to whom good wages are paid, and who 
support five times their number. The iron 
industry hereabout is looked after by sev- 
eral companies, the first of which is the 
Alabama and Georgia Iron Company, of 
which mr. N. S. Swain is vice president 
and manager. This company owns the 
furnace, has 1,000 acres of mining lands, 
emplovs lv free labor hands and has a 
dauv output of 500 tons. It also runs 
three steam shovels, equal to the work of 
150 men. The second is the North Georgia 
Mining Company, H. N. Vandevender, 
president. Its daily capacity fs 150 tons, 
employing sixty hands and possessing 
steam shovels, etc. The third is the 
Wray Mining Company, with an output 
of 100 tons daily, and employing forty 
hands. From all this work F should say 
that $1,000 a day is made, three-fourths of 
which finds immediate distribution for 


wages, supplies, etc.’ 

Asked as to the prospect in north Geor- 
gia resulting from the working of the 
iron mines, Mr. Vandevender said:

re Says Majority of Filipinos Enter- 
>? tain THat Opinion—Anxious To 
Know What Is Thought 
of Him in United 
States. 


Express Messenger and Negro Porter 
Are Wounded While Resisting 
the Robbers. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 22.—The fast ex- 
press train of the Choctaw, Oklahoma 
and Gulf railroad, which left Memphis 
at 11:4 o'clock tonight, was held up by 
three masked bandits at Bridge Junction, 
Ark., about midnight tonight. It is not 
known what booty the robbers secured, 
but a dispatch received at police head- 
quarters stated that the express messen- 
ger and porter of the train were injured 
after resisting the bandits. The Wells- 
Fargo Express Company usualiy make 
their heaviest shipments to the west on 
this train. 

Police Sergeant Perry wpon receipt of 

the telegram immediately posted officer 
along the river front with iustructions to 
keep a sharp lookout for the bandits 
should they attempt to cross to the city. 
The train left Memphis with a heavy pas- 
Senger list. The scene of the hold-up is 
& remote railroad crossing about four 
miles from the river, It is said that the 
negro porter was shot by one of the ban- 
dits and is in a serious condition. 

The engine and mail and express car 
Were cut off from the train and run to a 
point half a mile west of the place where 
the trin was stopped. The engine was

CANDLER BREAKS RECORD. 


Judge Gave Many and Heavy 
Sentences on Yes- 
terday. 

Judge John 8. Candler convened the 
spring term of the criminal superior court 
yesterday morning, and when the hour of 
adjournment was reacaned late in the af- 
ternoon Judge Candler had smashed all 
of his previous records for the rapid dis- 
patch of business. 


The record for the day showed that dis- 
position had been made of thirty-two 
cases, The highest number of cases pre- 
viously disposed of by Judge Candler in 
one day was twenty-nine. Nineteen de- 
fendants were represented in the thirty- 
two cases, some of the defendants hav- 
ing more than one case against them. 

Nearly all of the cases were burglary 
charges and a number of heavy sentences 
were imposed. The sentences jmposed 
during the day amounted to a total of 
ninety-two years. Of the nineteen de- 
fendants only one was a white -man. 
Three acquittals were recorded. 

The heaviest sentenve of the day was 
fourteen years and this was received by 
Dan Davis. He was convicted in four 
cases of burglary and was given a sen- 
tence of two, three, four and five years, 
respectively. Sol Hutchinson and Isaac 
Drake each received a sentence of twelve 
years. Hach of the defendants was con- 
victed in three cases of burglary, re- 
ceiving a four-year sentence in each case. 

A. A, Lott, the white man, pleaded 
guilty to larceny after trust and was 
sentenced to one year in the penitentiary. 
Earl Williams pleaded guilty to the same 
offense and also received a one-year sen- 
tence. Monroe Gamble and Henry Ow- 
ens were given a sentence of twelve 
months each for assaulting Patrolman 
Dobbs. Nora Ridge was fined $150, in- 
cluding costs, for retailing liquor without 
a license. Charles Cambell was sentenced 
to two years in the penitentiary for bur- 
glary and ‘‘Colonel’’ Dickerson and Will 
Madison were found not guilty of rob- 
bery. A sentence of twenty-four months 
was imposed on Hal Harper, twelve 
months each in two cases. 

It is stated that with the exception of 
Lott all of the defendants tried yester- 
day had been before Judge Candler on 
previous occasions. Judge Candler, So- 
Heitor Charley Hill, his assistant, John 
Monaghan, Clerk Tom Miller and all of 
the court officials were busy during the 
day, and when court adjourned they were 
satisfied that they had put in a day’s 
work.

CUBAN POLICE NOT TRUSTED 


Correvso Wants American Soldiers 
Stationed at the Places of 
Registration. 


Havana. April 22.—The Discusion com- 
menting on a telegram from Brawo Cor- 
reoso to the Cuban secretary of state, 
Senor Tamayo, asking that 
troops replace the native police at the 
established points of registration in San- 
tiago province, says that. Correoso has 
posed as one of the most radical dele-

Much of the difficulty might 
be removed, and mosquitoes, 80 far 
as they are caused by unwholesome 
sanitary conditions, might be forever 
driven ont of our communities if every 
owner of property, acting Independent 
of existing regulations, should become 
his own sanitaty inspector and see 
that his own premises are kept in good 
order, 

Some idea of the effectiveness of 
proper sanitary measures in stamping 
out mosquitoes is shown by the 
changes which have been wrought in 
Cuba since the American occupation 
of the island. Surgeon Major Gorgas, 
in his recent report, says the health 
of the island was never better, and he 
attributes this condition of affairs 
largely to the extermination of mos- 
quitoes. In the first placé, the adop- 
tion of wise sanitary regulations drove 
out the insects, ang in the second place 
the disappearance of the insects has 
served to promote good health on the 
island and to prevent the outbreak of 
epidemics. Surgeon Major Gorgas says 
there can be no doubt of the fact that 
the spread of yellow fever in Cuba has 
been carried on largely through the 
work of mosquitoes, and since the in- 
sects have bean exterminated he no 
longer fears any serjous trouble on ac- 
count of yellow fever. 

We have dwelt somewhat at length 
upon this subject of mosquitoes be- 
cause we consider it one of very great 
importance, and we hope our readers 
will give it thoughtful attention in ad- 
vance of the summer which will soon 
be upon us.

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Ignorance Most Lamentable. 

The ignorance concerning southern 
men and southern conditions which 
prevails in other parts of the country 
is sometimes rather depressing. Espe- 
clally is this so when it finds its abid- 
ing places where better things were to 
be expected. 

Here, for instance, is the esteemed 
Washington Post, the journal of en- 
lightenment, published at the nation’s 
capital, exhibiting truly lamentable ig- 
norance of one whose pfaises are sung 
in every Alabama household. 

Quoting from a Florida paper’s en- 
thusiastic advocacy of “Hili for presi- 
dent and Willett for vice president.“ 
The Post asks: 

Who is Willett, anyhow? We know 
something of Alabama statesmen here, 
for that great state has sent several men 
of marked ability to Washington, and 
still others have reached us through the 
medium of their own vibrating person- 
alities. We recall, for example, the Hon. 
R. H. Clarke, of Mobile, who so fre 
quently waked the echoes of the house of 
representatives with his mellifiuous and 
persuasive eloquence, and who was 80 
beloved by the sage of Buzzard’s Bay. 
And of those who have impressed them- 
selves upon us from afar by mere force of 
their power and immensity, shall we ever 
forget the Hon. W. H. Skaggs? But Wil- 
lett! Save this halcyon outburst from 
the red and raging Hot Blast, have we 
really heard of him before? Possibly yes. 
If so, su is our carelessness at times 
we have fet him get away. More likely 
not, however, for Willett is a new point 
to us in the constellation of Alabama’s 
favorite sons. Measured by our Key West 
contemporary’s triumphant snogt, he 
must be a civic giant, six feet high, 
grand, epic and resounding. Remeasured 
by The Hot Blast's burning breath, he is 
all that and more. 

Who is Willett? Can it be possible 
that The Post, despite its close study 
of political matters, has no recollection 
of the presidential boom for one Au- 
gustus Van Wyck which was fathered 
and fondled and nurtured by Willett 
of Alabama? It cannot be that The 
Post lost sight of those portentious 
and momentous conferences at the 
Hoffman house between Joe Willett 
and Harry Walker which forced the 
Van Wyck boom -into national promi- 
nence, or that famous conference of 
southern leaders at Saratoga at which 
the affairs of the democratic party and 
of the nation were settled by Willett 
and the other southern leaders who 
did not come.

In other words, upon the great ques- 
tions involved in the territorial ques- 


tions now before the supreme court, a 


decision on which must have most im- 
portant bearing upon the future of this 
government. 

The decision referred to is explained 
by The New York Evening Post in this 
way: 

The point of issue was the right to levy 
a stamp tax upon an export bill of lading. 
By the majority of the court it was held 
that this tax is in effect a tax on exports, 


and, therefore, prohibited by the consti- 
tution. 


It will not be forgotten that a 
powerful part of Mr. Carlisle’s argument 
before the supreme court was directed to 
the contention that the customs tax which 


American exporters had to pay on intro- 


ducing their goods into Porto Rico and 
the Philippines was equivalent to an ex- 
port tax. Surely it would seem, by parity 
of reasoning, that if a trifling stamp tax 
on a bill of lading is obnoxious to the 
constitutional prohibition, a much heav- 
ler tax, on the goods themselves must be 
set aside as unconstitutional. We know 
nothing, of course, about the workings of 


the court’s mind in the larger cases yet 
to be decided; and judges can turn sharp 


corners on occasion, like other mortals; 
yet this decision certainly looks toward 
a denial of the government’s claimed right 
to tax goods arriving ‘from or going to 
Porto Rico or the Philippines—or, as At- 
torney General Griggs was forced to put 
it, under stress of argument, on mer- 
chendine passing between Arizona” and 
Texas. 

Another feature of the court’s finding 
which is regarded as significant is ex- 
plained as follows: 

Almost as significant as the decision it- 
self was the refusal of the court to be in- 
fluenced by the argument from unpleasant 
consequences. It had been maintained by 
learned counsel that if the tax on bills 
of lading were to be declared unconstitu- 
tional, tonnage taxes and stamp taxes 
on ships’ manifests must also faif. But 
Judge Brewer, who handed down the 
ovinion, quickly disposed of this. The 
validity of such taxes is not before us for 
determination,“ he said, and, therefore, 
we must decline to express any opinion 
thereon, and yet it may not be improper 
to say that, even if the suggested result 
should follow, it furnishes no reason for 
not recognizing that which in our judg- 
ment is the true construction of the con- 
stitutional limitation.“ Here, too, is an 
intimation which will send cold shivers 
down the imperialistic back of ex-Attor- 
ney General Griggs. Did he not spend 
hours in haranguing the court to show 
that it should not decide against the 
government, because if it did it would 
maxe the country look ridiculous? How 
painful it is, then, to find these cold- 
blooded judges saying that it is their duty 
simply to construe the law and the con- 
stitution, and let those take care of the 
absurd consequences who are responsible 
for them. It is, accordingly, conceivable 
that the supreme eourt will not think Mr. 
Griggs’s dread of looking ridiculous, or 
even the president's, 4 valid legal argu- 
ment. 

All of which may or may not give in- 
dication of the way the judges are 
thinking on the broader questions 
Which the court must soon pass upon. 
It is a little difficult, however, to see 
how the esteeméd judges can sustain 
the arguments of Attorney General 
Griggs in the light of this decision on 
the effect of the stamp tax upon ex- 
port bills of lading. 


One Difference. 

It is td be hoped that the northern 
philanthropists who are now in the 
south making a study of one of its 
very best institutions, the Booker 
Washington institute at Tuskegee, will 
not confine their observations to that 
one spot alone, but will open their eyes 
to the great opportunity for livelihood 
which the scuth gives all her colored 
citizens. 

It is just possible that when they 
realize this and study it in the light 
of conditions in the north they will 
revise some of their preconceived no- 
tions. 

While, for instance, the negro is be- 
ing given in the south every op- 
portunity to follow his trade, whatever 
it may be, it is interesting to read that 
the Union League Club of New York, 
that great republican organization 
which bubbles over with sympathetic 
ebullitions for the negro of the south, 
has determined to do away with all 
colored servants in the future. 

This was about the last chance re; 
maining for the negro to get work in 
the north. He had been driven from 
the hotels, from all trades and from all 
other opportunities before; now even 
the Union League shuts its back doors 
to them.

IN NEW FOUND SPECTRUM| 


Just before the adjournment of the 
National Academy of Sciénce Professor 
S. P. Langley. secretary of the Smith- 
sonian institution, who is.

the existence of something like dark lines 
or bands resembling those called Fraun- 
hofer lines in the upper spectrum. No 
one then knew how far this spectrum es 


Dr. John Draper, 
announced in other terms that on the 
Same scale on which the length of the 
visible spectrum would be one, the very 
end of the invisible, and of any n 
at all, would be less ss than three. 


About twenty years ago Mr. Langley 
had proved by actual measurement with 
the thermopile that it extended beyond 
this, and a certain French observer had 
guessed rather than shown that it ex- 
tended further, for there was then no 
means of measuring the distance in wave 
lengths. Mr. Langley. to continue these, 
invented the bolometer, an instrument 
which now indicates the one one-thou- 
sand-millionth of a degree centigrade. 

About the early use of this and about 
its first discover he asked permission 
of the academy to recall a personal rem- 
iniscence which would always dwell in 
his own remembrance. This was that of 
one day in 1882, nearly twenty years ago, 
when, being near the summit of Mount 
Whitney in the Sierra Nevadas, alone and 
at an altitude of 12,000 feet. he there, 
with his newly invented instrument, was 
working in this invisible spectrum. Mr. 
Langley's previous experience had been 
that of most scientific men, that very 
few discoveries come with a surprise: 
they are usually the summation of the 
stin work of years. 

In this case, almost the only one in his 
experience, he had had the sensation of 
one who makes a sudden discovery. He 
went down the spectrum, noting the evi- 
dences of invisible heat die out on the 
scale of the instrument. until he came to 
the apparent end even of the invisible, 
beyond which the most prolonged re- 
searches of investigators had shown noth- 
ing » to that time. There he watched 
the indications grow further and fainter 
until thev too, ceased at the point where 
the latest French investigators had 
found, as they deemed, the very end of 
the end. By some happy thought he 
pughed the indicators of this delicate 
instrument into the region still beyond. 
In the still air of this lofty region the 
sunbeams passed unim~eded by the mists 
of this lower earth, and the curve of heat, 
which had fallen to nothing, began to 
rise again. There was something there. 
for he found, suddenly and unexpectedly. 
a new spectrum of great extent, wholly 
unknown to science and whose presence 
was revealed by the new instrument, the 
bolometer. 

It afterwards proved that here was the 
principal seat of the changes which af- 
fect the climates and the crops and agri- 
culture. 


He had been working for nearly fifteen 


years to map out this region. It was 
a

now before them. Briefly speaking, they 
could see by its extent on the map that 
if the visible sometimes called 
the Newtonian spectrum, was represent- 
d by a length of one foot, the new spec- 
trum extended to a length of nearly 
twenty feet on the same scale, and 
through the greater part of this immense 
extent the discoveries had been added 
solely by the bolometer, an instrument 
which is so sensitive to heat, and in 
such narféw portions, that it might be 
called an eye which saw in the dark, 
what was light to the eve being heat to 
the bolometer; what was dark to the 
eye being cold to the bolometer; so that 
as this infinitely delicate instrument 
passed down beyond the spectrum which 
we see into that which is invisible but 
none the less exists, groping its .way 
in the dark, wherever a dark line was 
present it felt it as cold; but registered 
it as a separate black line, in spaces 
not a hundredth part of an inch apart; 
and in this way was mapped before the 
academy more than ad been laid down 
by Kirchhof and Bunsen in the visible 
spectrum. 


The instrument was as accurate as it 
was sensitive. The first observers like 
Sir John Herschel. who succeeded his 
father in the research; had only indicated 
two or three of these alternations of heat 
or cold, and indicated them with possible 
error of half a degree or so. In this 
case the hundreds of lines which had 
been thus groped for had their places 
settled with a certainty corresponding 
to the precision of astronomical meas- 
urement of visible things, the probable 
error of measurement of each one of 
these being less than one second. Mr. 
Langley stated that in the brief time he 
had to speak he could only allude to the 
most important feature of these re- 
searches, which were not their delicacy 
or precision, but the promise they gave 
of future utility. Every form of life 
upon the earth. without exception, is 
maintained by the sun. So much 
known, but we are now coming by studies 
such as these to look forward to some 
knowledge of the way in which the sun 
maintains it, which had hitherto been 
hidden from us. Charts which had been 
drawn at the Smithsonian observatory 
and which were not here shown had 
indicated most distinctly the spectrum’s 
progressive changes through spring, 
summer and winter, and we are begin- 
ning to see how future changes in the 
character of the coming seasons and 
in their effects upon the crops somewhat 
similar to those made day by da- by the 
weather bureau, but infinitely more far- 
reaching, might be made from the direct 
study of the sun. 


Joseph, we are told, was able to predict 
seven years of plenty and seven years of 
famine. We are still far, it is true, from 
being able to do this, Mr. Langley said, 
but it is not too much to say that these 
more recent studies strongly point in 
the direction of some coming power of 
prediction. 

Mr. Langley referred, however, to the 
fact that he was describing the work of 
twenty years, and he had but five min- 
utes to give it in these last hours of 
the academy’s meeting and could not en- 
large upon the future. 

He had the honor to present to the 
academy a ook. the first volume of the 
‘Annals of the Smithsonian Astro-Physi- 
cal Observatory,“ which would give in 
detail the facts he had now no time 
to give and which he hoped would show 
that the observatory had fulfilled the 
intentions of congress in founding it. Tt 
was something of not only abstract 
scientific interest, but gave a promise 
of rendering service to agriculture and to 
other national concerns; and he dismissed 
this long part of the work of his life 
with the hope that it would lead in com- 
ine years to great utilities and the pro- 
tection of coming harvests founde/ on 
relations between the seasons, the crops 
and their great producer, the sun. 
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COTTON FIRES IN MARCH. 


Bad Record of the Dangerous Old- 


Fashioned Square Bales. 
Insirance Press, N. T.: Three additions to 


the never-ending list of destructive cotton fires 
occurred in March. The freight sheds and 
part of the warehouse stores leased by Dennis 
& Lovejoy. on Union wharf in Boston, burned 
March {3th, with a loss of more than $100,- 
000, principally on cotton. A fire at Eutaw, 
Ala.. March 1{4th, destroyed the Planters’ 
warehouse, 1,019 square bales of cotton and 
several cars of freight: loss about"$75,000. The 
town narrowly escaped destruction. A weck 
later the Greenviile, Miss., compress was burn- 
ed. tagether with 1.377 square bales of cot- 
ton, valued at $70,000, the salvage from which 
sold for $10,000. The compress was damaged 
to the extent of $15,000. The fire crossed the 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley railroad and 
destroyed a church and fifteen dwellings, worth 
about $10,000. How the fire originated is 
not known. 

The Butaw fire, which began in a square 
bale of cotton, is believed to have been caused 
by a spark from a locomotive. Its spread was 
instantaneous. A local correspondent writes 
that what was left of $41,000 worth of square 
cotton sold for $1,600 (about 4 per cent), from 
which the expense of salvage must be deducted. 
Nine round-lap bales stored in the warehouse, 
and subjected to the same fire as the square 
bales, yielded 50 per cent of good cotton. 

The Bostor. fire started at 4:30 p. m. among 
square bales of cotton in the Union wharf 
freight sheds. In two hours a few charred 
bales were all that remained of the 800 old- 
style bales stored there, and the flames had 
attacked the brick warehouse. All the ele- 
menis of a typical cotton fire were present— 
long rows of ragged cotton bales, from every 
side of which the lint protruded, a puff of 
smoke, an insignificant looking blaze, flames 
that leaped from bale to bale with incredible 
rapidity, and almost before the eye witnesses 
what had happened, they beheid a 
roaring furnace. Captain Henry Conover, of 
the schooner Three Marys, saw the fire start 
about half way down the side of a square 


bale of cotton, apparently from a spark. When 


G. J. Steer, who was in the alley between two 


walls of cotton bales, checking a wagonload of , 


manila ope, looked up from his work he saw 
flames racing toward him over the cotton. Be- 
fore he could gather up his papers the fire 
was upon him, scorching his coat and hat. The 
driver had barely time to get out his horses. 
When the firemen arrived the sheds were past 
saving, and the brick warehouse was burning 
fiercely. About 1,800 of the American Cotton 
Company's roundlap bales were stored in the 
brick warehouse on Union wharf. Two hun- 
dred bales, drenched by the hose, sustained so 
little damage that there may be no claim for 
insurance. There was no fire loss. 

Whether the Boston and Eutaw fires were 
caused by sparks or whether by a fire that had 
smoldered unobserved in square-bale cotton, 
cannot be determined with certainty, any more 
than in the case of the Hoboken cotton fire of 
last summer, which involved the destruction of 
$5,000,000 worth of property and nearly 200 
human itves: nor is the knowledge material. It 
is enough to know that cotton in old-style 
bales caused these fires; and that no precau- 
tions, however great, can prevent an outbreak 
of fire in ordinary cotton bales at any time or 
place. The most innocent appearing square 
bale may burn inwardly for weeks, imprisoned 
air supporting a slow combustion, which only 
needs a vent and the proximity of combustible 
property to start a conflagration. Most fires 
in cotton warehouses and in the holds of cotton 
laden ships result from that cause, conveniently 
described as ‘‘spontaneous combustion.“ 

If the losses resulting from cotton. fires fell 
only on gotton and were covered by cotton 
premiums, there would be some satisfaction in 
the thought that the interests responsible for 
the inferior baling system that has so long 
prevailed in the south alone pay the penalty 
of their folly. But n many sir that have 
their origin in cotton, notably the Hoboken 
disaster, cotton is the smallest part of the ma- 
terial joss, to say nothing of the loss of hu- 
man lives, which in the single year 1890 ag- 

15 in steamship disasters due to 
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years that roundlap bales have been marketed 
in every part pf the world, fire has never orig- 
inated among them. Completely covered with 
closely woven burlap, from which no lint pro- 
trides, they absolutely eliminate the flash 
hazard. The air being excluded by compres- 
sign in detail, fire cannot burrow in them, 
and they are tree from the possibility of in- 
ternal combustion. With the removal of these 
hazards disappear the two greatest elements 
of danger from fire in cotton and the cause 
of nearly all cotton fires.

Atlanta is now practically assured of 
Competition in electric lights. 

Mayor Mims yesterday approved the or- 
umance granting the Atlanta Railway 
und Power Company a franchise to oper- 
mte an electric lighting plant in this city 
for a térm of twenty-one years. 

It is now up to the power company to 
gay whether or not it will take the fran- 
chise.as framed by council. 

The ordinance passed the aldermanic 
board last Thursday and the mayor had 
untn midnight tonight in which to ap- 
prove or veto the grant. The paper was 
Bigned about 1 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, 

The officers of the Atlanta Railway and 


Power Company have ten days in which 
to accept or decline the franchise. While 
representatives of the company will say 
nothing about the matter, it is understood 
that the franchise will be accepted. 
Must Guarantee Operation. 

It accepted the company, according to 
the terms of the grant, must file with 
the city a bond of $40,000 as a guarantee 
of the erection and putting in operation 
of its electric lighting plant. The work 
to be commenced within sixty days after 
the approval of the ordinance and to be 
carried forward to completion within a 
year. 

The company is also required to hold 
the city blameless from all damages to 
water mains, sewers, persons or property 
which may be caused by the opening of 
trenches or manholes, or other work in- 
cidental to the operation of the fran- 
chise. Before entering upon this work 
the company must give bond in the sum 
of $25,000, and must give other and addi- 
tional bond and security from time to 
time when ulred by the mayor and 
Beneral council.“ 

The section of the ordinatice referring 
fo the matter of acceptance on the part 
of the company is as follows: 

9. Said Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
Shall file a written acceptence with the mayor 
of this city Within ten days from the approval 
of this ordinance, which acceptance shall cover 
all the terms and rrovisions thereof, and shall 
constitute an agreement to operate the grants 
herein made as provided by this ordinance. 
Said company shall in raid acceptance waive 
all claim to continue in this business for a 
longer time than is stated in this ordinancé. 
And shall also waive any claim or right it may 
have under its charter or the state laws to 
open the streets, alieys or public places in the 
city of Atlanta for the purpose of laying pipes, 
conduits, poles, wires or other means of dis- 
tributing electricity for light, heat or power 
except with the consent of the city of Atlanta. 
ald acceptance shall before being filed be 
signed by the president and secretary of the 
company and authorized by its board of direc- 
tors and shall contain an express agreement 
and assent to all the terms, provisions and con- 
ditions of this grant. On feilure to file such 
an acceptance, the grants herein contained 
shall be void. 

Something of the Franchise. 

The history of the electric lighting fran- 
chise is perhaps too well known to need 
retelling. About the first of the year the 
committee on electric lights prepared an 
ordinance granting the power company 
a franchise for a lighting plant. The com- 
mittee recommended that this ordinance 
be adopted. 

The paper had a stormy time in coun- 
cil, Amendment after amendment was 
proposed and finally, after many vicissi- 
tudes, the ordinance was adopted with 
three amendments. Then the measuré 
went to the aldermanic board. Even 
there it was proposed to tack amend- 
ments to the paper. 

Much discussion was had over the pa- 
per, and at Jast it was tabled. It reposed 
on the table for several weeks. Then 
new life was infused into its veins. By 
mutual consent final action on the ordi- 
nance was set for a special day. 

That was on the 10th of the month. 
Several amendments were proposed and 
on each the board stood equally divided. 
For the first time since the charter was 
amended last fall the mayor was called 
upon to break a tie vote in the alder- 
manic board. He voted against the 
amendments and the ordinance was 
— in the same shape it passed coun- 
Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson. who had pro- 
posed one of the most important amend- 
ments, gave notice of a motion to recon- 
sider, and the paper was consequently held 
up until the next meeting of the alderman- 
ic board, whichoccurred last Thursday. At 
that time Mr. Johnson moved to recon- 
sider and the board split when it came to 
@ vote. 

Again Mayor Mims was called in. He 
voted for the ordinance, breaking the tie. 
The paper was then sent to him for his 
approval or veto.

Attorney General Terrell Makes 


New Point in Case 
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A RULE WISI 1S GRANTED) ze 


State Treasurer Must Show Cause. 
Judge Lumpkin Disqualified 
Because He Is a Bondholder. 
Candler To Hear the 
Case. 


Attorney Genera] J. M. Terrell yesterday 
filed suit in the superior court asking in the 
name of the governor that mandamus is- 
sue against State Treasurer R. B. Park 
to compel him to pay the.school teachers 
of Georgia more than $200,000 from any 
funds in the treesury, including the pub- 
lic property fund, amounting to $432,500, 
and which the treasurer refuses to touch 
for that or any other purpose. 

The suit was filed before Judge John 
S. Candler, though it was expected Judge 
Joseph H. Lumpkin would hear it. When 
it was presented to Judge Lumpkin, 
however, he had reached the conclusion 
that he was disqualified because he is a 
holder of Georgia bonds. For that rea- 


son the suit was taken before Judge 


Candler, and he will hear and dispose éf 
it as quickly as possible. 

When suit was filed Judge Can- 
dier granted the usual rule nisi di- 
recting that the treasurer either pay the 
money to the teachers as demanded, or 


show cause why he refuses to do so on 


Mhy ist. The hearing, therefore, will 
take place either on May ist or May 2d. 
as the attorneys and Judge Candler may 


agree. 

The features of the suit have all been 
fully covered in The Constitution’s re- 
ports of the contest that has been in 
progress over the public property fund. 
The attorney general considers that the 
law of 1897 gives the state treasurer am- 
ple authority to make the payments from 
this fund: the state freasurer bases his 
refusal on the constitutional provision 
which says that this money shall be ex- 
pended only to pay the bonded debt of 
the state. The issue, therefore, is whether 
paying it out temporarily and reimburs- 
ing it in the fall is expending it in the 
sense contemplated in the constitutional 
provision. 

In presenting his petition to the court 
the attorney general makes an éntirely 
new point—one which has not heretofore 
been brought out in any of the discussion. 
He contends now that at least $200,000 of 
this money constituting the public prop- 
erty fund was acquired from the sale of 
property which the state did not own 
unti] some time after the adoption of the 
constitution of 1877; therefore he holds 
that this portion of the fund at least is not 
to be included in that constitutiona] pro- 
vision, because the state would not mort 
gage property that it did not own. The 
property to which he refers and from 
which this money was derived, is the 
Northeastern railroad. 

Judge Candler has agreed to expedite 
the proceeding as rapidly as possible and 
the supreme court will do the same thing. 
Attorney General Terrell still feels satis- 
fied that he will get the matter finally 
determined by June Ist.

8, 1897, and the clause of the coystitution of 
1877 relative to said public propérty fund as 
to make it the duty of the state treasurer to 
draw on any fund in the state treasury, in- 
cluding said public property fund, to an 
amount necessary to pay the teachers as pro- 
vided by law not exceeding $400,000. 

8. That about the lOth of March, 1901, the 
state treasurer requested an opinion from the 
attorney general upon the question as to 
whether or not he as state treasurer could 
legally use any of the fund arising from the 
sale of public property toward the payment of 
the school warrants, to which request the 
attorney general replied on the 25th of March, 
1901. advising the state treasurer in the fol- 
lowing language, to-wit: That at the ma- 
turing principal on the bonded debt has been 
provided for by the sinking fund act and the 
interest maturing during 1901 has been provid- 
ed for by the general appropriation act, you 
are by the act of I897 authorized and di- 
rected to transfer $400,000 to the public prop- 
erty fund to the school fund, or at least so 
much thereof as may be needed to carry into 
éffect the requirements of the statute providing 
for the payment of teachers.’’ 

9. That notwithstanding the construction of 
the law by the governor, and notwithstanding 
the advice of the attorney general, the treas- 
urer failed and refused to draw or transfer 
said $400,000, or enough of same to pay the 
sail school warrants, but having paid out 
$62,228 in March as aforesaid in response to 
the said demand to issue his said checks, he 
offered to draw on the additional sum of 
$77,294.83 only when it was his official duty 
to draw from any funds in the treasury, in- 
cluding said public property fund, the sum 
of 3260,306.18 with which to pay said war- 
rants, and when the same was drawn to is- 
sue to the county school commissioners or the 
chief officer of the local school systems checks 
aggregating 143 in number and $260.306.18 in 
amount and deliver the same to the state school 
commissioner. 

10. That there is no Other specific remedy 
except the writ of mandamus to compel the 
Hon. Robert E. Park.,“ treasuretr as aforesaid, 
to perform his officta?@ut)!to draw ‘said money 
and to issue said cheeks in payment of said 
warrants and turn over the same to the state 
school commissioner to be transmitted as pro- 
vided by law. 25 

Therefore, your petitioner prays that the 


State’s writ of mandamus be issued, directed to 


the said Hon. Robert E. Park, treasurer of 
Georgia, commanding him to draw said sum 
of $400,000, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, to-wit, the sum of $260,306.18 from 
any funds in the state treasury, including sald 
public property fund, and to ‘issue his said 
checks to cover said warrants and deliver such 
checks to the state school commissioner, as 
directed by law, or in default or refusal so to 
do to show for cause some good or sufficient 
excuse to the contrary thereof, and why thé 
said duty had not been performed at such 
time and place as your honor may direct, end 
that such other order may be had in the 
premises as justice may require.

BROUGHTON TAK ES ISSUE. 


He Says He Would Pay the Georgia 
Teachers Out of the Public 
Property Fund. 

Madison, Ga., April . 22.—(Special.)— 
Hon. W. A. Broughton, well known as 
one of the most prominent bankers in 
this section of the state, and who, it 
will be remembered, was prominently 
mentioned as a probable candidate for 
state treasurer against Captain R. B. 
Park, takes issue with Treasurer Park 
on the question of the payment of the 
School teachers out of the reserve fund 
of the state. Colonel Broughton says 
that if he were treasurer the teachers 

would be paid. 

“As you know,” he said, “I am a 
practical business man and believe that 
the laborer is worthy of his hire. All 
contracts ought to be carried out to the 
letter. State debts are as binding as 
individual debts. The school teachers 
ought to be paid their salaries, for they 
are laborers for the state and their com- 
pensation is promised by the state. A 
majority of them are dependent upon 
their earnings as teachers for the sup- 
port of themselves and their families, 
and expecting their pay have involved 
themselves in debt with the promise to 
Settle same at this time. The merchants 
and probably others have advanced — 
credit and go arranged their business to 
pay a certain amount of indebtedness to 
their creditors upon the payment of the 
school teachers. The teachers not be- 
ing paid at this time certainly causes 
an embarrassment. Allow me to say that 
inemy business life I have never dealt 
with a more honorable and a more honest 
class of people than the school teachers 
of Georgia. Further, I have often ad- 
vanced them money, without interest, on 
their salaries, and have never yet had 
one to fail to meet his or her obligation 
as soon as the state paid. them. 

„Tou ask me if I would have paid them 
out of the surplus. I unhesitatingly say 
yes. For, in the first place, I am con- 
stitutionally opposed to paying interest 
when I can get around it. Now, if this 
surplus is not used the governor will 
have to borrow money at 3 or 4 per cent 
interest to pay the teachers, while this 
surplus is simply lying dormant in the

We have now as our governor a level- 
headed, practical, honest business man, 
who would not touch a dollar in the 
treasury unless it was right.

Vote of 11 to 5. 


ALDERMEN COWCUR IN THE ACTION 
Council Agrees To Appropriate $150 
To Renovate Council Chamber. 
Work To Begin at Once.

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Council yesterday, during a special ses- 
sion, gave the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company permission to substi- 
tute double for single tracks on Capitol 
avenue. ake ' 

The ordinance which had been the oc- 
casion of considerable discussion in coun- 
cil for several weeks was adopted with 
but one amendment, that offered by. 
Councilman Hill, which provided that 
the work be done as soon as possible so 
as not to interfere with the repaving of 
the street. 

The amendment offered by Mayor Pro 
Tem. Johnson, which provided thaf in 
case of consolidation the company should 
pay a percentage of its gross receipts to 
the city, was stricken by a vote of 11 
to 5. As soon as council adopted the 
ordinance the mayor called a special 
Session of the aldermanic board. The 
board concurred in the action of council 
by a vote of 5 to 1, Mayor Pro Tem. 
Johnson asking to be recorded as voting 
against the ordinance. | 

Despite the fact that the session of 
council was held for the express purpose 
of disposing of this ordinance, several 
other matters were considered. There 
were three members of council absent 
from the session yesterday. They were 
Councilmen Fincher, Terry and Kontz. 

How the Matter Came Up. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson stated at the 
opening of the session that he supposed 
council desired to take up the Capitol 
avenue railway line matter exactly when 
it was left off at the meeting last week. 
He explained the situation, stating chat 
the ordinance, as amended, was before 
the body. 

Alderman Welch moved that other mat- 
ters that might be presented to council 
be acted upon before the Capitol avenue 
ordinance was taken up. Councilman 
Barrett objected to taking up new mat- 
ters. He said council had met for the 
express purpose of considering the Capi- 
tol avenue matter.. The city attorney’s 
Opinion was asked. 

Mr. Mayson said other matters could 
be taken up upon motion of any member 
of the body. Councilman Barrett moved 
that new matters not be taken up. A 
vote was taken and the motion was lost. 
A vote on Alderman Welch’s motion was 
next in order and Councilman Barrett 
called for the yeas and nays, but almost 
immediately withdrew the request. 
Council decided to take up other mat- 
ters. 

Alderman Welch then stated, as chair- 
man of the bridge committee, he had 
received a communication from Grant 
Wilkins, contractor for the Whitehall 
street viaduct. In this communication: 
Mr. Wilkins asked for permission to ex- 
tend the Central railroad track across 
Whitehall street for the purpose of facili- 
tating the unloading of material for the 
viaduct. A resolution granting permis- 
sion to the contractor to do this work 
was passed. 

Barrett Calls Up Paper. 

When all other matters had been dis- 
posed of, Councilman Barrett moved that 
the Capitol avenue ordinance be taken 
up. Councilman Garrett, who was ab- 
sent from the last meeting of’ council, 
asked that the paper be read that he 
might. know what he was to consider. 
Clerk Campbell then read the ordinance. 

Alderman Kilpatrick moved to recon- 
sider the Johnson amendment. Mayor 
Pro Tem. Johnson said the paper was 
complete and there was a better way 
to get at it. City Attorney Mayson said 
the motion should be to strike the amend- 
ment. Alderman Kilpatrick put his mo- 
tion in that shape. 

Councilman Garrett called for the aye 
and nay vote. Those voting to strike 
the Johnson amendment were Aldermen 
Kilpatrick, Welch, Pierce and LaHatte 
and Councilmen Rawson, Lewis, Minhin- 
nett, Reed, Adams, Glass and Grady—11. 
For the amendment, Alderman Day and 
Councilmen Barrett, Garrett, Longino and 
Hin—4, 

When the vote was being taken Alder- 
man LaHatte said he voted to strike 
the amendment because he now felt 
sure that the city would be able to get 
a revenue from corporations by some 
other and more satisfactory process. The 
Johnson amendment was announced 
stricken, and Alderman Welch moved to 
adopt the ordinance as it then stood. 

How the Vote Stood. 

On this motion Councilman Barrett 
called for the aye and nay. vote. When 
his name was called he said he would 
vote for the ordinance, but reluctantly. 
Councilman Garrett said the same, and 
explained that one of his reasons for 
voting for the ordinance was that citi- 
zens Of that ward had solicited his vote.

Her statement. caming on the heel of 
Judge Lum pkin's opinion, is of more than 
ordinary interest. 

„Even the casual observer of the trend 
of the times,” sald Mts. Mima vester- 
day. “cannot fail to see that there is a 
vigilant, concerted, determined action on 
the part of the medical fraternity to 
legislate against Christianity as a healing 
power. Why does the medical fraternity 
need this lexislative support that is not 
asked for nor given to other professions? 
Is it pot this very strenuous and per- 
sistent effort that is being made in every 
state of this union the very highest pos- 
sible compliment to the healing work 
that is being done by Christian Scientist? 

“Christian Scientists have no quarrel 
with medical practice nor with any other 
means of alleviating human ills. They 
believe in and ask for individual freedom, 
both in religion and healing. I myself 
have had a life-long habit of being most 
friendly to the physicians, for I was until 
healed in Christian Science almost con- 
stantly under the care of some one of 
them.

“A close and unbiased study of Jesus’s 
words and works will show clearly that 
He taught that sin was the cause of 
sickness and death; that if you cast out 
one you cast out the other. ‘They go 
hand in hand.“ He said to the palsied 
man: ‘Hhy sins are forgiven thee; rise 
up and walk.’ Whether it is easier to say, 
‘Thy sins are forgiven thee,’ or to say 
‘Rise up and walk.’ This certainly unites 
the theology and the healing—they are in- 
separable. It is the theology that heals. 
When He said, ‘Go into all the world 
and preach the gospel,’ He united it with

Christ, and He brought the healing power 

of Spirit to human understanding; it had 

always, from Moses, Elijah and David to 

Jesus, been somewhat @ part of Israeleth 
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theology. The healing work was not 
confined to the twelve, for the seventy 
sent out also did the healing, and Paul, 
who never saw the personal Jesus, boast- 
ed that he had given proofs of his disci- 
pleship by signs and wonders. Jesus 
brought to light that there was a spir- 
itual law annulling the material. When 
He said to His disciples, “Ye shall handle 
serpents, and if ye drink any deadly 
thing it shall not hurt you; ve shall lay 
hands on the sick and they shall recover,’ 
He said pointedly and positively that 
these should be the signs that should 
follow those that believed in or under- 
stood Him. Paul expressed this as: 
‘The law of the spirit of life in Christ 
Jesus hath made me free from the law 
of sin and death.’ It is this understand- 
ing of the supremacy of spiritual law 
that heals the sick. The understanding 
of the naturalness of good, of health, 
harmonv eg d immortality, and the conse- 


quent unnaturalness of evil and disease, 


if God is omnipresen* good. 

“Not until the fourth century did this 
unity of the theology and the healing 
cease, and not entirely then, although at 
that time the world—and materialism 
seemed to take possession of the church 
instead of the church dominating them. 
Christian Science is restoring this lost 
characteristic of early Christianity, and 
as it destroys sin in the healing i be- 
comes the greatest ethical as well as 
health-giving movement on earth. 

„I have as a refiector of this divine 
understanding given many proofs in this 
community that this Christ-power has 
been demonstrated in your midst. 

„J will tell of one. An old confederate 
soldier who does not reside here, but who 
came to me for this Christ-healing.
